Ixvndon, Jan. 15.— Unless unforeseen 
event* should change the current of 
affair« the war in the Near Hast will 
he resumed within a week and Europe 
w ill witnees the horrors of a winter 
campaign. 
The allies have firmly made up their 
minds to take up arms a second time. 
The Turks last week were threatening 
to leave Ijondon and let matters take 
whatever course 
they 
might. 
Now 
the Balkan delegates ure convinced 
that the Turks are merely drifting: 
without a fixed policy and they have 
dwcided to end the seemingly fruit­ 
less debate« and wire pulling and be­ 
gin the battles anew where they left 
off more than a month ago. 
The Ottoman government failed to 
convene the grand council and 
ap­ 
parently ha« run intention of meeting 
the allies’ ultLmatum on Adrlanoplo. 
The allies do not believe in the effi­ 
ciency of the note which the powers 
will present at Constantinople because 
it Is couched in too mild terms and 
simply advises Turkey to submit to 
the fate of war and abandon Adriano- 
ple for fear of complications in other 
part« of the empire at a time when 
Turkey could not find moral or finan­ 
cial support in Europe.

Is Preparing Remarkable Book. 


Down at Cnrmel-by-the-Sea. where 
poets weave thoughts of fancy and 
painters mix their oils. Dr. D avid Sturt 
Jordan is preparing a bombshell, a lit­ 
tle book, which has been finished with 
loving care. 
When It is tossed on the 
world ti hole will be blasted in that 
world’s opinion of itself, for the book 
will be the latest dictum of science on 
“ W ho’s lteally Who In Am erica.” 
The bead of Stanford university is. 
among other things, president of the 
eugenics commission of the American 
Breeders' association, and 
his essay 
will be written ostensibly for that or­ 
ganization. 
Equipped with tomes and chart« and 
aided by the most expert genealogist 
on the Pacific coast. Dr. Jordan has 
traced 1.000 American families, repre­ 
senting several 
million of us. back 
through their ancestry. 
As material for Ids book Dr. Jordan 
has reached these findings: 
First.—At least half the citizens of 
this country of English ancestry are 
descendants of one “ superwoman” and 
members of one colossal fam ily.

Vermandois, 
daughter of a crusader, w ife of the 
Duke of Warren, living in the twelfth 
century, is the common progenitor of 
the teeming millions whom Dr. Jordan

aluminum manufactory in the United 
States, owned the Canadian Alum i­ 
num company, which in turn had per­ 
fect agreements with all of the six 
or 
seven 
foreign 
aluminum 
com­ 
panies. 
This agreement, he said, covers all 
the world except the United States, 
which, he admitted to Representative 
Rainey of Illinois, was excepted be­ 
cause there is a law here prohibit­ 
ing it. 
The admissien of this agreement 
amazed members of the committee, 
some of whom pointed »out that, along 
with 
previous 
testimony 
regarding 
foreign trusts in other industries, it 
presented a 
problem 
never before 
faced by a tariff making committee. 
Mr. Davis testified that he and his 
I/>ndon 
representative 
wrote 
the 
agreement made 
by

plant with all the plants in Europe.

GOES THROUGH HOUSE 


Amendment Revoking Civil Serv­ 


ice Orders Beaten. 


Washington, Jan . 15.— An attempt 
to revoke President Taft's recent or­ 
der placing fourth class iiostiiiastors 
under the classified civil service and 
to remove from classification assistant 
postmasters and clerks in first and 
second class postoflices by an amend­ 
ment to the postoffice appropriation 
bill failed in the house. 
The bill, car­ 
rying $278,489,7X1, was passed. 
The amendment offered by Repre­ 
sentative Culiop of Indiana providing 
for the revocation of the executive 
order of Oct. 15, 1912, by which Presi­ 
dent Taft exempted some 30,000 fourth 
class postmasters from the "political 
Job” class and of the order of Sept. 
30, 
1910, which 
classified 
assistant 
postmasters and postal clerks in first 
and second dawn office*, was defeated 
on a roll call vote, 141 to 106. 
The Republicans voted practically 
solid against the amend men t and they 
were Joined by many Ik mocrats

Evansville, Ind., Jan, 15.— Rapidly 
rising waters of the Ohio river drove 
nearly three hundred families of Oak­ 
dale, 
a suburb, 
from their 
homes. 
They are being cared for here. 
When 
the water first began to approach tho 
residences plans were made to throw’ 
open the schools to provide shelter, 
but before this could he done these 
buildings were surrounded. 
The river registers 45 2. 
All navi­ 
gation. excepting the rescue work, had 
been suspended. 
The tug J. B. A., sent out by the 
city to aid ttood sufferers, brought four 
persons to Evansville. 
Many refugees 
are arriving at other river towns uml 
at Itockport ail hotels are filled. 


Care for 3,000 Families. 


Cincinnati, Jan. 16. 
The Ohio river 
reached a stage of 62.2 feet here More 
than 3,000 fam ilies in the lowlands of 
this city, Newport and Covington, Ky., 
have been provided for and the suffer­ 
ing of the last two days has abated 
somewhat. 
W ith the exception of the 
collapse of buildings in the flooded 
district there has been little addition­ 
al financial loss. 


Still Rising at Cairo.

is rising slowly here, the gauge regis­ 
tering 41.1 feet. 
The government pre­ 
dicts the crest of the flood will bo 
reached next Tuesday
